-"Dr. and Mrs, W. G,.Owens, who 
have spent the last year with the 
University of Shanghal, spoke in 
assembly on Monday morning. 
telling of some of their’ impres+ 
sions of China, Dr. Owens, who is: 
7%, has recently retired from t.1e 
faculty of Bucknell University. 
and has spent.the year teaching 
Chemistry in the University of 
Shanghai Mrs, Owens, past ‘0. 
China’s oldest-ca-ed, has been do- 
ing graduate work in Sociology. «, 

“Ever since about the frst two 
days that I was in China,” Dr. 
Owens said, “people. have asked: 
ine, ‘What do, you think of 
China?’. I have found several 
things quite different from what I 
have been accustomed to in Ame- 
rica, The,-first thing, we ltve In 
a' mountainous country, and the 
queer thing to me is to see an 
ocean finer sailing among the 
trees here! or to go out into the 
country and see a big sall moving* 
through the wheat flelds and the 
rice flelds., Then I was up on a 
hill a few weeks ago, and looked 
down and saw that all the roads 
as far as I could see wére made 
cut of water. That shows that 


you have a very different’ country 


from that which we are accustom- 
ed to. Then thé crops are very 
different, and thé ways of farm- 
ing are ,different. ere you have 
very small fields, with a man .t ll- 
ing each of them. Where I live. 


we have very larg: farms, cul-| 
"| tivated by tractor.” 


He. spoke of the differences 
the fruits and flowers, the wea- 
ther, the way in which Chinese 
cities are laid out, with narrow 
and winding streets. as contrasted 
with the broad, stralght streets of 
most American cities, : 

IMPRESSIVE MAN-POWER 

“The thing that impressed: me 

most was the man powers,” he 
stated. “Whereas we do things by 
trucks, horses, mules, and. ani- 
mals, nearly everything is done 
here by man power. The man 
power of China is certainly enor- 
mous, and you use it for practical- 
ly everything. That is very dif- 
ferent from what we are .accus- 
tomed to,” 
, Dr, Owens went on to speak of 
the differences in ‘the people, the 
Chinese: people ali having the 
same colouring, while in America 
they are all different. In other 
respects, he sald that he found 
the people very much the same. 
If arlything, the Chinese are more 
cordial, friendly, and polite, 

“Several times I have been ask- 
ed ‘about the students,” he said. 
“I think they are just the same 
as American students, There aré 
some that could improve, ° 

“There ls one other point, and 
that is the co-operation which you 
.baye shown with your president in 
the troublous times tn which we 
are living here. That 1s a very 
fine ‘thing that the."students in 
this institution have stood by the 
president and the policy, which he 
iz trying to carry out. I think 
that is the only thing that. you 
ean do with any success. I want! 
to congratulate you upon, that. 

“{T- am glad. to have spent this 
year with you.” he sald in closing. 
“It will always be a happy memory 
in- my life.” 

POWER Y0 GET THINGS DONE 

Mrs. Owens sald that she had 
been ‘greatly impressed by 
power of the Chinese people to get 
things done, She contrasted the 
setting of the Bucknell University 
campts, in the naturally ‘peautiful, 
wooded hills of America, with the 
beautiful campus of the University.

up during the last thirty years, 
from the original marsh and mud 
‘flata.of the river bank. :
